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Is this where 
the money goes?

Though their number was small, 
the few residents who attended last 
week's hearing on the possible 
fluoridation of Wilmington water 
were vocal on the issue, both pro 
and con. 

The majority of people were 

ainst the addition of fluoride, 
even though Martha Wood of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health claimed fluoride is 
"an easy, safe, natural way" to 
prevent health problems like tooth 
decay and osteoporosis. 

Wood said for every dollar 
invested in fluoride, there is a $50 
savings in dental treatment costs. 
She said the proposal for 
Wilmington only intends to adjust 
the natural fluoride level to one 
part per million, With the addition 
of two to four parts per million, she 
added, there is the danger of 
discoloration of-teeth, which is the 
only side effect found in the United 
States. 

Arguments against the proposal 
ranged from toxic effects and lack 
of choice to the difficulty of 
regulating water consumption. 

"The thing that bothers me is it's 

"said Paul Duggan, 
superintendent of the Wilmington 
Water Department. He_ said 
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fluoride, like lead, may have a 
cumulative effect as it builds up in 
the body over a period of time. 
James Ficociello of the board of 
health replied that fluoride only 
builds up in bones and teeth. 

Later in the evening Duggan 
questioned why fluoridation wasn't 
mandated by the state if it was so 
beneficial. He was told it wasn't 
possible because of the way 
legislation has the process set up. 

Mary Sullivan also opposed 
fluoridation. She said she would 
support free fluoride pills to the 
public but she spoke vehemently on 
the right of residents to choose 
whether to use fluoride or not. 

"I don't think I should have to 
have it in my drinking water,” she 
said, adding "there's many, many 
other ways. Please don't let them 
put itin my drinking water.” 

Phillip Arsenault was concerned 
about the amount of fluoride people 
would be drinking. He claimed it 
was difficult to regulate water 
consumed by the public, 

His wife, Ruth, brought 
documentation showing several 
foreign countries have discontinued 
fluoridation and ways in which 
experts in the field disagree on the 
issue. She asked Wood to show her 
a document that proves fluoride is 
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safe to take into the human body. 
Wood said such documentation was 
available and she would get it to 
her. Ficociello added that fluori- 
dated water has been proven to be 
safer than Poly Vi Flor and other 
prescribed fluoride pills. He said 
the board of health is interested in 
any studies showing fluoride is 
detrimental to human health. 

Only one resident spoke in favor 
of fluoridation. Maureen Rounds, 
who teaches preventive dentistry at 
Tufts University, outlined several 
benefits to adults. She said research 
has proven fluoride arrests decay, 
especially in the roots of the teeth; 
it helps prevent periodontal disease; 
ithelps drive minerals back into the 
teeth; and it’s cost effective. Rounds 
felt strongly, overall, that the 
benefit of fluoridated water is 
“universal.” 

This is the second time 
Wilmington has faced the 
fluoridation of its water supply 
Wilmington water reportedly 
included fluoride from 1957 to 
1962. 

According to Fred Barker, state 
fluoride engineer, it will cost 
$35,000 to add a fluoride metering 
system in three locations in town. 
This would be funded by the state. 
The cost of the fluoride would be 
another $14,000 per year. A 
portion of this would be 
reimbursed to the town. Barker 
went on to say there are 112 cities 
or towns in Massachusetts with

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Early 
* school contract negotiations

In a radical move designed to 
offer the Wilmington School 
System some “long range 
educational stability,” the Wilm- 
ington School Committee voted 
unanimously to re-open contract 
negotiations with teacher, 
principal, and director bargaining 
units a year earlier than is normally 
done. The vote was taken in an 
executive session January 13. 
Besides offering a sense of 
stability, especially in light of last 
year's teacher strike and the 
controversy surrounding the 
contract, the move would allow the 
committee to make the present 
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contract effective for another five 
or six years. 

According to committee Chair- 
man Tony Accardi, there are two 
more years left in the current three 
year contract. If the move is agreed 
to by all parties, he said, contract 
talks would begin this year instead 
of next. 

“To our knowledge, we would be 
the first school department in the 
state to do this," Accardi said, 
adding “it's really a radical, bold 
thing to do.” 

In an interview with the Town 
Crier, Accardi explained the 
committee would re-open salary 
discussions only and not re-open 


language talks at this time. In his 
view, the committee was happy 
with the other aspects of the 
contract. 

If talks are re-opened and no 
agreement is reached on salaries, 
added Accardi, the committee 
would close negotiations and 
re-open them the following year. 

The three bargaining units have 
already been approached by the 
Superintendent of Schools to see if 
they would agree to the proposal. 
Accardi said he expects a response 
soon and he expects that response to 
be favorable, mainly because he 
sees Wilmington faculty members 
as professionals who also want 
stability in the system. 


Parents, students protest 
move to seven-period day

A recent ruling of the 
Wilmington School Committee was 
overturned last Wednesday as an 
overflow crowd of concerned 
parents and angry students made 
their feelings known. 

Those in attendance protested the 
alleged sudden decision to change 
Wilmington High's schedule from 
an eight period, five day cycle to a 
seven period, five day cycle. A 
majority of committee members 
had favored the change because of a 
decline in student enrollment and 
consequent small teacher-pupil 
ratios evident in some classes. 

A motion by James Demos to 
reconsider the vote taken January 
13 led to more than an hour of 
heated discussion. In the end, a new 
motion to go with a seven period, 
six day cycle was made and tabled 
until students could be convinced 
this would be in their best interest. 

According to Shirley Callan, who 
had talked to some of the students 
prior to the meeting, they had 
“legitimate complaints and they had 
a right to be heard.” Student 
concem centered around a desire to 
take more subjects than allowed 
under the change in @gder to 
remain competitive on college 
applications. Students also 
expressed a desire for such things 
as more flexibility and a chance to 
use the library more during study 
periods. Under the change, the 
number of study halls would have 
been reduced. 

“I don't see how this change 
would benefit us whatsoever,” said 
an outspoken Matthew Ouelette, a 
high ranking junior at the school. 
Others present summed up the 
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situation in a similar way. 

Parents argued that they were not 
properly informed of the change. 
The first time many had heard of it 
was through an article in the local 
paper. 

"This came as a surprise to many 
people,” contended Jeff Oxman, 
adding that even with a proposed 
seven period, six day cycle there 
still was “a lot of skepticism here." 

High school Principal Paul 
Fleming, 
researched 
suggested the change, offered the 
second solution as well, 

"I made a mistake,” admitted 
Fleming, adding that after 
conferring with the “agitated” 


students, "they have convinced me 
this is their issue.” 

Fleming said he would go along 
with a Seven period, six day cycle 
format. Under this, class periods 
would still be approximately 47 
minutes long, but there would be an 
increase from the 35 periods under 
the original proposal to 42 periods 
a week. It was pointed out this was 
more than the 40 periods alloted 
under the eight period day format. 

When several people suggested 
Fleming go over sample schedules 
to see how the new plan would 
work, it was decided to give 
Fleming a week or two to meet with 
the students once more before a 
final decision would be made by the 
committee.

The hearing 
was continued in September to al- 
low Tighe time to complete an 
Environmental Impact Report and 
submit additional information to 
the board. 

According to appeals board 
Chairman Bruce MacDonald, the 
hearing will not be held unless the 
site approval letter is forthcoming. 
Since the September hearing was 
reportedly suspended because there 
‘was no site approval at that time, 
Tighe is expected to make a 
complete presentation once again. 
Then the board of appeals will ask 
for input from various town boards 
before rendering a decision. 

In a separate hearing last month, 
the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission issued an Order of 
Conditions on the project for filling 
of wetlands. The order lists over 60 
conditions which have to be met, 
including receipt of a comprehen- 
sive permit before the developer 
can begin work.

Strong feelings on both sides 
of fluoridation proposal 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Though their number was small, 
the few residents who attended last 
week's hearing on the possible 
fluoridation of Wilmington water 
were vocal on the issue, both pro 
and con, 

The majority of people were 
against the addition of fluoride, 
even though Martha Wood of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health claimed fluoride is 
“an easy, safe, natural way” to 
prevent health problems like tooth 
decay and osteoporosis. 

Wood said for every dollar 
invested in fluoride, there is a $50 
savings in dental treatment costs. 
She said the proposal for 
Wilmington only intends to adjust 
the natural fluoride level to one 
part per million. With the addition 
of two to four parts per million, she 
added, there is the danger of 
discoloration of teeth, which is the 
only side effect found in the United 
States. 

Arguments against the proposal 
ranged from toxic effects and lack 
of choice to the difficulty of 
regulating water consumption. 

"The thing that bothers me is it's 
toxic," said Paul Duggan, 
superintendent of the Wilmington 
Water Department. He _ said

fluoride, like lead, may have a 
cumulative effect as it builds up in 
the body over a period of time. 
James Ficociello of the board of 
health replied that fluoride only 
builds up in bones and teeth. 

Later in the evening Duggan 
questioned why fluoridation wasn't 
mandated by the state if it was so 
beneficial. He was told it wasn't 
possible because of the way 
legislation has the process set up. 

Mary Sullivan also opposed 

fluoridation. She said she would 
Support free fluoride pills to the 
public but she spoke vehemently on 
the right of residents to choose 
whether to use fluoride or not. 
"I don't think I should have to 
my drinking water," she 
said, adding "there's many, many 
other ways. Please don't let them 
put it in my drinking water.” 

Phillip Arsenault was concerned 
about the amount of fluoride people 
would be drinking. He claimed it 
was difficult t0 regulate water 
consumed by the public. 

His wife, Ruth, brought 
documentation showing several 
foreign countries have discontinued 
fluoridation and ways in which 
experts in the field disagree on the 
issue. She asked Wood to show her 
a document that proves fluoride is

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safe to take into the human body. 
Wood said such documentation was 
available and she would get it to 
her. Ficociello added that fluori- 
dated water has been proven to be 
safer than Poly Vi Flor and other 
prescribed fluoride pills. He said 
the board of health is interested in 
any studies showing fluoride is 
detrimental to human health. 

Only one resident spoke in favor 
of fluoridation. Maureen Rounds, 
who teaches preventive dentistry at 
Tufts University, outlined several 
benefits to adults. She said research 
has proven fluoride arrests decay, 
especially in the roots of the teeth; 
it helps prevent periodontal disease; 
ithelps drive minerals back into the 
teeth; and it's cost effective. Rounds 
felt strongly, overall, that the 
benefit of fluoridated water is 
“universal.” 

This is the second time 
Wilmington has faced the 
fluoridation of its water supply 
Wilmington water reportedly 
included fluoride from 1957 to 


1962. 
According to Fred Barker, state 
fluoride engineer, it will cost 


$35,000 to add a fluoride metering 
system in three locations in town. 
This would be funded by the state. 
The cost of the fluoride would be 
another $14,000 per year. A 
portion of this would be 
reimbursed to the town. Barker 
went on to say there are 112 cities 
or towns in Massachusetts with

"To our knowledge, we would be 
the first school department in the 
state to do this," Accardi said, 
adding “it's really a radical, bold 
thing to do.” 

In an interview with the Town

Parents, students protest 
: move to seven-period day

A recent ruling of the 
Wilmington School Committee was 
overturned last Wednesday as an 
overflow crowd of concerned 
parents and angry, students made 
their feelings known. 

Those in attendance protested the 

alleged sudden decision to change 
Wilmington High's schedule from 
an eight period, five day cycle to a 
seven period, five day cycle. A 
majority of committee members 
had favored the change because of a 
decline in student enrollment and 
consequent small teacher-pupil 
ratios evident in some classes. 
A motion by James Demos to 
reconsider the vote taken January 
13 led to more than an hour of 
heated discussion. In the end, a new 
motion to go with a seven period, 
six day cycle was made and tabled 
until students could be convinced 
this would be in their best interest. 

According to Shirley Callan, who 
had talked to some of the students 
prior to the. meeting, they had 
"legitimate complaints and they had 
a right to be heard." Student 
concern centered around a desire to 
take more subjects than allowed 
under the change in order to 
remain competitive on college 
applications. Students also 
expressed a desire for such things 
as more flexibility and a chance to 
use the ‘ary more during study 
periods. Under the change, the 
number of study halls would have 
been reduced. 

"I don't see how this change 
would benefit us whatsoever,” said 
an outspoken Matthew Ouvelette, a 
high ranking junior at the school. 
Others present summed up the 
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situation in a similar way. 

Parents argued that they were not 
properly informed of the change. 
The first time many had heard of it 
was through an article in the local 
paper. 

"This came as a surprise to many 
people,” contended Jeff Oxman, 
adding that even with a proposed 
seven period, six day cycle there 
still was "a lot of skepticism here.” 

High school Principal Paul 
Fleming, who originally 
researched the problem and 
suggested the change, offered the 
second solution as well. 

"I made a mistake,” admitted 
Fleming, adding that after 
conferring with the “agitated” 


students, "they have convinced me 
this is their issue.” 

Fleming said he would go along 
with a seven period, six day cycle 
format. Under this, class periods 
would still be approximately 47 
minutes long, but there would be an 
increase from the 35 periods under 
the original proposal to 42 periods 
a week, It was pointed out this was 
more than the 40 periods alloted 
under the eight period day format. 

When several people suggested 
Fleming go over sample schedules 
to see how the new plan would 
work, it was decided to give 
Fleming a week or two to meet with 
the students once more before a 
final decision would be made by the 
committee.

Since the September hearing was 
reportedly suspended because there 
was no site approval at that time, 
Tighe is expected to make a 
complete presentation once again. 
Then the board of appeals will ask 
for input from various town boards 
before rendering a decision. 

In a separate hearing last month, 
the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission issued an Order of 
Conditions on the project for filling 
of wetlands. The order lists over 60 
conditions which have to be met, 
including receipt of a comprehen- 
sive permit before the developer 
can begin work.

Task force explores housing options

Members of the Affordable 
Housing Task Force last Thursday 
explored at least ten ways to create 
affordable housing in town. They 
said they would turn these options 
over to their consultants and/ask 
them to recommend the best routes 
to pursue in Wilmington. 

After learning that 600 new 
homes had been built in town since 
1980, most agreed with Chairman 
Jim Stewart that the town would 
find it difficult to meet the state's 
ten percent affordable housing goal 
if that growth continued. Many also 
agreed they could best approach the 
problem by allowing increased 
density on some parcels and by 
changing the town's zoning bylaws 
in some way. Stewart said building 
single family subdivisions would 
not bring affordable units to 
Wilmington. 

Tk)was felt that. ibe town was 
moving in the right direction by 
cataloguing town owned land and 
using that land to attract developers 
who could build some creative, 
affordable units. Member Jay 
Tighe said in his opinion, however, 
it was “next to impossible” to build 
a small home and sell it for 
$75,000, even with donated land, 

Both Vaughn Surprenant and 
Greg Erickson disagreed. Surpre- 
nant noted that modular homes or 
duplexes could be put on town 
owned land using non-union labor 
to save on costs. Erickson said it 
could be done if conditions are 
right, though there may not be 
much profit to the developer. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said he favored tying small lots to 
large lots and offering them as a 
package to contractors who would 
submit competitive bids on the 
parcels. 

During a discussion on reno- 
vating older homes, it was pointed 
out that the housing authority can 
only build new homes or units. 
Reportedly, state regulations pro- 
hibit any rehabilitation of homes 
for affordable housing. Tighe 
added that renovation costs are 
“tremendous” and it would be

Merchant indicted 
on tax charges 


A Wilmington businessman has 
been indicted by a Suffolk County 
Grand Jury on $1 counts of failure 
to file and account for sales taxes, 
and four counts of failing to file 
personal income taxes, 

John Elia of 344 Salem St., 
president of Ski Haus and owner of 
Computer Haus, will be arraigned 
on criminal tax charges on Feb. 23 
in Suffolk Superior Court. 

He is charged with 19 counts of 
failure to account and pay over 
sales taxes in the operation of the 
‘Ski Haus stores. Ski Haus operates 
stores in Wilmington, Waltham, 
Newburyport and Acton. 

He ‘is further charged with 32 
counts of failure to account and pay 
over sales taxes in the operation of 
Computer Haus, an unincorporated 
business. 

In addition, he was indicted on 
four counts of willful failure to file 
personal state income tax returns 
for the years 1983 to 1986. 

If convicted, he faces a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine on each count on the 
sales tax charges. On the personal 
income tax charges, he faces a 
maximum sentence of one year in 
the house of correction and a 
$25,000 fine on each count, if 
convicted. 

In an unrelated case, the attorney 
general's office also announced the 
indictment of John R. Florence, 51, 
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of 37 Beacon St., Wilmington, He 
was indicted by a Suffolk County 
Grand Jury on four counts of will- 
ful failure to file tax returns, He 
faces a maximum penalty of one 
year in the house of correction and 
a $25,000 fine on each count.: Ar- 
raignment is scheduled for Feb. 23.

Strategic 
planning 
underway

Wilmington 
recently received a $9,000 
Incentive Aid Grant from EOCD to 
help in the area of strategic 
planning and the ultimate develo- 
pment of a "Wilmington Plan." 

According to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski, who expressed 
enthusiasm over the grant, the plan 
will help the town cope with the 
difficulty of providing quality 
public services in the face of 
limited fiscal resources in the years 
ahead. It will also make local 
government more responsive to the 
needs of its citizens. 

Grant funds will be used to 
improve Wilmington's long range 
Planning process in all areas, 
especially in the delivery of public 
services, education, and housing 
and economic development. The 
housing component will draw from 
the work currently being initiated 
by the Affordable Housing Task 
Force. 

Representatives of the Wilming- 
ton Board of Selectmen, the plan- 
ning board, the finance committee, 
and the Wilmington School 
Committee will act as a steering 
committee to assess where the town 
is now and in which direction it is 
headed. 

A permanent Strategic Planning 
Task Force will work with a 
management consultant team to 
help design an early development 
phase and prepare proposals to be 
sent to the state, Members will 
devise objectives, structure, 
methodology, a work program 
schedule, and an expected outcome. 

The planning process is expected 
to begin later this month and be 
complete by the end of April. A 
separate implementation project is 
expected to be put into effect next 
fall, if further financial assistance is 
forthcoming from EOCD. It is an- 
ticipated that the task force would 
meet each fall to update any plan. 

The town has agreed to match the 
$9,000 grant with a local share of 
$1,000. Town officials will agree 
to let EOCD utilize Wilmington's 
final report as a resource for other 
communities involved in strategic 
planning.

‘Street sewer connection, possible 
groundwater pollution, and 
wetland as well as a list 
of possible witnesses. Gosse also 
asked Town Counsel Alan Altman 
to wage an "aggressive" defense. 

“I want the feeling of winning this 
case, not losing this case,” he said. 

Altman assured Gosse that the 
town “intends an aggressive 
defense.” Later he told Gosse "I 
want to win this case more than you 
do sir.” 

"I doubt that,” Gosse replied. 

Gosse also asked selectmen to 
inquire if the rest of the hearing 
could be held later in the day so 
working residents could attend. 
Selectmen, who said the morning 
sessions were hard for them too, 


agreed to the request.

During most of the two hour 
meeting, Altman went over his 
strategy in detail. He told residents 
though he's carrying the legal end, 
the town's recently hired 
consultants are providing 
engineering, traffic, and other 
studies to aid in his defense. 

Altman was also candid on his 
personal view of the hearing's 
outcome. 

"The statistics don't favor the 
town's side of the case," Altman 
said, adding that he felt the case had 
a good chance of being won in a 
higher court because it would be 
judged there strictly on its legal 
merits. The HAC is governed by 
the Chapter 774 process which is 
considered by many to be 
quasi-legal.

and pfocedural technicalities 
throughout the hearing, much as 
one would lay a “minefield,” in case 
the town should lose at the state 
level.If that happens, he said, he 
would then appeal to superior court 
and use the points previously raised 
as the basis for a winning case. 

Altman said he anticipates four or 
five more sessions before HAC. He 
said during that time, -IMG

The Tewksbury Finance Committee this week heard public 
comments on the 18 articles up for consideration in the Special 
Town Meeting, scheduled for Feb. 17. The televised meeting 
saw a few selectmen and public officials on hand, but there was 
very little public comment. 

For public consideration, herewith is presented a condensed 
version of the Special Town Meeting warrant, as discussed by the 
finance committee. 

Article 1 -- To see if the town will transfer $65,000 or so 
from free cash, to bring town sewer down to 89 Trull Road. A 
similar article was voted for Indefinite Postponement at the 
September 28, 1987, Special Town Meeting. A three-quarters 
vote may be needed since the article received unfavorable action 
at the earlier meeting. 

Article 2 -- To see if the town will transfer $75,000 to pay for 
an engineering study of the town's water distribution system. A 
similar article was withdrawn at the 1987 Annual Town Meeting. 

Article 3 -- Asks the town to transfer $386,000 from Phase I 
of the sewer program to pay for Article 5 of the May 1987 
Special Town meeting, which sought $325,000 for design and 
construction of sewers on various streets in town. 

Article 4 -- Seeks permission for Kevin O'Keefe of Delehanty 
Drive to take the Civil Service exam for police officer. 
Permission is needed since O'Keefe is over the maximum age 
limit. 

Article 5 -- To see if the town will transfer $12,255.15 to pay 
for legal fees incurred in the appeal of the Merrimack Meadows 
condo project, which was denied by the town's board of appeals 
but was pursued for a state override by the developer. The bill is 
the cost of the appeals board's attorneys hired for the case. 

Article 6 -- Asks to place the hiring and firing of the Building 
Commissioner and his-her assistant under the control of the town 
manager. 

Article 7 -- This is the usual transfer article found in most 
Special Town Meeting warrants. The biggest items include 
$63,750 from free"cash to hire a crew for the water treatment 
plant; a sum of $39,000 from free cash to the DPW salary 
account; and $5,300 to pay for TV sound equipment needed for 
meetings to continue in the town hall auditorium. A total of 
$123,850 is asked in transfers. 

Article 8 -- Seeks a transfer of $1,835 to bring the Auditor's 
salary up to the minimum called for in the town charter. 

Article 9 -- To see if the town will amend the Tewksbury 
Town By-Laws by adding a new section. The proposed Section 
15 would establish minimum educational requirements for the 
top three financial offices in town -- the Treasurer-Tax 
Collector, Auditor, and members of the board of assessors. The 
Auditor and Treasurer would need a Bachelor of Science degree 
in Accounting or Finance. However, the new by-law would not 
apply to thase who were in office when the charter was accepted 
at the Special Town Meeting of May 6, 1986, meaning that 
Treasurer-Collector Warren Carey would be the only official 
affected by the new by-law. 

Article 10 -- Seeks funds to pay medical expenses incurred 
by firefighters. The first half of the article, totalling $6,378.15 

in various expenses, was incurred by Captain Don Greer in what 
Chief James Morris called a line-of-duty incident. The second 
half of the article seeks $12,178.87 for another firefighter, but 
the chief said the larger expense was still under discussion. 

Article 11 -- Asks to have the town accept a state law 
mandating sprinklers in all new public buildings. "Some 95 to 98 
percent of buildings that are sprinkled don't burn,” the chief said 
this week. » 

Article 12 -- This is a board of health request to transfer the 
sum of $3,344 left over from the emergency septage dumping 
account to be used for restaurant inspections. Fincom Chairman 
Joe Gill said there may be a question about whether emergency 
funds can be used for other purposes. 

Article 13 -- While the transfer sum requested is somewhere 
between $15,000 and $20,000 according to Treasurer Warren 
Carey, this article seeks to pay the town's share of the Federal 
Medicare Tax. 

Article 14 -- A library request seeking $2,200 for paying 
terminal leave for Jean Mann. 

Article 15 -- Seeks $15,320 for new police cruiser radios. 
Most of the current radios are "beyond repair,” according to 
Police Chief John Sullivan. 

Article 16 -- Asks for $14,180 to replace a police cruiser 
which was totalled in an accident on Whipple Road on December 
12. Car 15 would be kept for parts, however. 

Article 17 -- Would establish a wage schedule for the office 
of Chief Operating Engineer for the new water treatment plant. 
Step one of the wage schedule would pay $28,340 to start, with 
step six paying $38,102. 

Article 18 -- Asks to rezone the land around the convenience 
store at the intersection of Astle and Main streets from General 


Residence to Light Industry.

‘What is Wilmington 

Community Television, Inc.? 

In February 1986, the Board of 
Selectmen renewed the town’s cable 
license with the Greater Boston 
Cable Corporation. Included in the 
renewal license was a provision for 
the establishment of a non-profit 
public access corporation to ini- 
tiate, manage and oversee the 
production of public, government 
and educational access program- 
ming for the Town of Wilmington. 
This contractural provision re- 
mains unchanged with the recent 
acquisiton of Greater Boston Cable 
Corporation by Continental Cable- 
vision. 

Wilmington Community Televi- 
sion, Inc. (WCTV) has now been 
legally incorporated as the public 
access corporation. WCTV will de- 
velop and promote cultural, liter- 
ary, charitable, community sports 
and public affairs programming 
over the public access channels. All 
Wilmington residents, and organi- 
zations based in Wilmington, will 
be eligible for WCTV membership. 

As part of the renewal license, the 
Town negotiated the following: 

~ Five percent (5%) of the cable 
company's (Continental) gross 
annual revenues, from the opera- 
tion of its Wilmington system, less 
applicable local and state franchise 
fees, for the operation of the 
non-profit public access corpora- 
tion. 


- A total of one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) in equipmeny 
facilities grants; and 

- A total of sixty thousand dollars 
($60,000) for equipment replace- 
ment, to be paid in $20,000 install- 
ments in years four, six and eight of 
the 10 year license. 

These funds will be used to build, 
maintain and operate a production

Some have compared a 
stated that it is simply a vintage of political days gone by. 
And still others contend that it can be a means of providing 
regional services at an economical cost to the taxpayers. 
It's this last which seems to have won out on the 
Middlesex ‘Charter Commission. 4 

Middlesex County, the second largest county in the 
United States, has been in the process of review under the 
guidance of the county charter commission. And though 
some had that the commission might take seriously 
the idea of abolishing county government all together, it 
would seem they have opted instead for a draft package of 
reforms that will break Middlesex down into smaller 

John Buonomo is the county administrator. In an 
interview, Buonomo, who is also a member of the charter 
commission from Somerville, said that "abolition in the 
sense of doing away with the county services can't be 
done". 

"You can't abolish the services of the county hospital, 
and jails, or the registry of deeds", Buonomo added. 

As an alternative, John Buonomo and a majority of the 
charter commission members have supported keeping the 
“dinosaur” alive by bringing it closer to the people. To 
this end the three elected-at-large commissioners will be 
replaced with a nine-member county council, elected from 
separate districts. The chief executive will be an appointed 
county manager, who will select the treasurer and 
registrar of deeds, officials who are now elected. If 
approved by the legislature in the spring, and later the 
voters in November 1988, the new charter would take 
effect at the start of 1990, 

Ironically, a big sales pitch that the charter commission 
has used in favor of its reform package, is that the county 
can provide services more economically than can the state. 
Often criticized for financial abuse, county officials 
maintain that the cost of the courts has risen 200% since 
being taken over by the Commonwealth, and that possibly 
higher increases would occur if the jails left county 
jurisdiction. 

Perhaps even more interesting is the political 
consequences of a change in county government. Two of 
the county commissioners are now up for re-election, but 
could potentially be out of a job in 1990. Commissioner 
Michael McLaughlin isn't shaken by this. "These reforms 
are something I've supported for years", said McLaughlin, 
who plans to run for the county council seat slated for 
Lowell if the new charter is adopted. McLauglin can rest 
assured that he'd be elected from a Lowell district. He still 
has a strong group of supporters who will come out and 
vote. 

But Larkin and Schmidt, the other two county 
commissioners, are not well served by the new charter. 
Larkin, who lives in nearby Bedford, is far from celebrity 
Status, and would probably face a number of challengers 
from the other towns which will be in his new county 
council district. As for Schmidt, his new district would be 
the tough political turf of Cambridge and Everett. 
Virtually unknown outside of Newton where he grew up, 
Schmidt might as well throw in the towel if the charter is 
adopted. As one county official put it, "Schmidt would get 
creamed". 

Any type of reform package that comes before the voters 
is likely to be approved overwhelmingly. Middlesex 
county hasn't exactly been the utopia of honesty in past 
years, and most people regard it as a bastion of cronyism. 
But the whole igsue of reform may be put on the back 
bumer if the state legislature has its way. The county 
courts have already been taken over, and the jails seem to 
be next on the agenda. 

After that, there may not be much left of the dinosaur to 
reform.

Meet your 
school 
committee 


This is the fifth in a series of 
articles presented by the League of 
Women Voters of Wilmington in 
preparation for "Meet Your Town 
Officials,” a public reception to be 
held in the spring. The League 
hopes that these articles will not 
only help to make the public more 
comfortable discussing issues with 
officials attending the event but will 
encourage the informed partici- 
pation of our citizens in Town 
government, 

The school committee is 
composed of six non-salaried 
members popularly elected to 
staggered three year terms. They 
are responsible for the educational 
policies and supervision of the 
school system and are prohibited 
from holding any other elective or 
appointive office during their term. 
Among the functions of the school 
committee are the hiring of 
personnel, determination of 
salaries, selection of books and 
supplies, curricula and budget. 
They also negotiate contracts with 
all school department employees. 

The chairman, elected by the 
committee, prepares the agenda in 
conjunction with the superintendent 
of schools, presides at meetings and 
may appoint sub-committees to 
investigate and report on specific 
situations. Sub-committees may 
advise but may not determine 
policy and are discharged when 
their assignments are completed. 
The superintendent, under the 
direction of the school committee, 
supervises and administers the 
town's public schools and makes 
recommendations to the committee 
prior to its decisions. 

School committee business is sub- 
mitted in writing to all committee 
members and to the superintendent 
prior to the regularly scheduled 
meeting in which it will be read and 
discussed. Voting will then be done 
at the next regular meeting and 
“action shall be by majority vote of 
those present.” 

School committee meetings are 
open to the public and are held on 
the second and fourth Wednesday 
of each month at 7:30 p.m. in room 
9 of Town Hall unless otherwise 
posted,

Johnson raporis on Reading Light 


Past President Nicki Johnson of 
the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce reported on some of the 
highlights of the recent DPU 
decision concerning the Reading 
Electric Light on one hand, and the 
Town of Wilmington and the 
Chamber of Commerce. Nicki 
Johnson was an active participant in 
the dispute, and her report was well 
received, The state Department of 
Public Utilities finally handed 
down a decision last October. 

“If you read the press releases 
which were put out by Reading 
Light you would have thought we 
won nothing, and that they were 
completely vindicated. Although 
we did not win on all issues, we did 
win on a few.” 

The DPU, she said, did rule that 
the rates were not discriminatory. 
The Reading Light had hired a 
consultant after the Chamber filed 


the petition. "The DPU was not 
looking at the same rate structures 
that were in effect when we first 
filed." 

"We asked that $1.9 million be 
given back to Reading by the 
Massachusetts Municipal Wholesale 
Electric Companies (NMWEC), [of 
which Reading is a member, Ed.] to 
be distributed back to the 
ratepayers in a lump sum. The DPU 
ruled that it was a management 
decision, and could be distributed 
back at the discretion of Reading 
Light, to hold rates down so the 
impact of Seabrook would not be 
felt all at once.” 

The DPU also ruled that the 
"break" they had given to the Town 
of Reading on municipal lighting 
could not be charged to the 
ratepayers but must come from 
below the line. It also ruled that any

profits, and not expensed back to 
the ratepayers, she told the 
Chamber. This has "effectively 
killed any in lieu of taxes payment, 
since that is entirely voluntary.” 

“The issue on which we decidely 
won was the ruling by the DPU that 
their (Reading Light, Ed.) allowed 
profit of eight percent must be 
based on true depreciation of plant 
and equipment.” 

"We had contended that, though 
depreciation of plant was expensed 
in their costs, it was never deducted 
from their assets." "This meant” 
she said, "that the ratepayers were 
paying over and over for plant and 
equipment which had been totally 
expensed.” 

“With that decision Reading had 
to refigure a considerable rebate in 
your December bill.” 

The amount differed according to 
usage, she said. She found that a 
couple of large companies received 
between $50,000 and $65,000, a 
medium sized one received 
approximately $35,000, and a 
restaurant about $900. 

“It is still our feeling that we, and 
not the DPU, will have to be the 
watchdogs, to be certain that their 
rulings are carried out.” 

"In the meantime we leave the 
fight to the selectmen and the town 
manager, and wish them well in 
their dealings with Reading Light.”

David Cressman tells of Tewksbury plans 


“Ihave been here only three and a 
half weeks," Town Manager Dave 
Cressman told the Rotary Club of 
Tewksbury last week, in the 

‘Restaurant. 

He continued, "I am expecting a 
lot of hard work. Tewksbury is 
now entering into a new era, 
changing from a town which for 
the past 250 years has been run by a 
Board of Selectmen. 

"Why does the town need a town 
manager? Probably it could go on 
for another 250 years, as it has. My 
job is not to discuss the past, but to 
build on it. My main objective is to 
foster cooperation, communication 
and understanding on the part of 
the people and the officials of this 
town. 

“For many years the selectmen of 
Tewksbury have been part time 
officials. We are now their 
coordination, and that of the other 
departments. Each department, in 
this town, has been ‘its own thing.’ 
That is something which can be 
very costly. 

"There is at this time a lot of 
activity in the town hall, painting 
and cleaning. I asked the 
Superintendent of Public Works if 
he could have some one do this, and 
he said, "Yes, but do you have 
someone else who can provide the 
money?’ Then I found another 
official who had the money, but his 
answer was, ‘Yes, but I don't have 
the authority.’ 

"So, as Town Manager I coordi- 
nated their efforts and the Town 
Hall is being painted. There is a 
difference in operations, and when 
there is a town manger they can be 
coordinated.” 

Mr. Cressman continued. "I hope 
to coordinate the Police Depart- 
ment and the Department of Public 
Works. One of the problems is to 
get the cars off the street when 
snow plowing operations take place 
= so the plows won't have to go 
around them, instead of clear off 
the snow. 

"One of my first priorities is to 
get to know the town employees. 

“Hopefully, we will soon have a 
water treatment plant in operation. 
And when it is in, hopefully, we 
will be able to cut down our 
out-of-town purchases of water. 
We will have a three and a half 
million gallon water treatment 
plant. We have a ten million gallon 
contract with the City of Lowell, 
which goes on for a period of 
years, and which we will have to 
continue for that period of time. 
We also have contracts with the 
towns of Andover and Billerica.” 

Still speaking of water, Cressman 
added, "A problem for this town is 
water pressure. We have to study 
the improvement of the water 
system and water mains, and 
particularly in South Tewksbury.

He stated, "In the long term, first 
there will be the water and sewer 
system.

Local students 
faring well in 


competency tests 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Results from the statewide basic 
skills tests taken in October were 
publicly released at last week's 
meeting of the Wilmington School 
Committee. The tests were spon- 
soréd by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education to measure 
minimum competency in three 
subject areas. 

According to Assistant Supt. 
Hénry Dembowski, the majority of 
Wilmington students in grades 
three, six, and nine passed the tests 
and showed they have mastered the 
basics of math, reading, and 
writing. Those who did not pass the 
tests will be afforded extra help and 
will be required to take the tests 
each year until they pass. 

Overall, over 93 percent of the 
students taking the tests passed math 
and writing. Over 89 percent of 
students in grades six and nine 
passed reading while 94 percent of 
third graders passed that subject. 

There was some concern on the 
part of committee members over 
the lower reading scores. They 
were told students will receive 
extra help in this area, especially in 
junior high where anyone scoring 
below competency level in reading 
will be required to take develop- 
mental reading instead of a foreign 
language. 

"I don't know how much more 
the Wilmington Public Schools can 
commit themselves to these stu- 
dents,” said Dembowski. 

James Demos said he was 
concerned that some ninth graders 
were not competent in all three 
tested subjects. He said the system 
should have identified and helped 
these students much earlier. 

Letters will be sent home to 
parents explaining where their sons 
and daughters stood on the tests in 
relation to the Statewide standard.

With 
local support, the number of units 
cannot exceed eight units per acre, 
or the density of the surrounding 
neighborhood. Without local 
Support, it cannot exceed eight units 
Per acre, or four times the density 
of the surrounding neighborhood. 
In addition, 30 percent of the units 
would be designated as affordable 
instead of 25 percent, and five 
percent of those would have to be 
set aside as rental units. Stapezynski 
said the new regulations are very 
stringent. In many cases the 
increase to 30 percent affordable 
will make a project uneconomical 
for a developer to build.

It also covers the 
hospital deductable, this year it is

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New funding guidelines 
announced by state EOCD 


State Secretary of Communities 
and Development Amy S. Anthony 
today announced new guidelines 
for the state's Homeownership 
Opportunity Program (HOP) so 
that it will better serve the housing 
needs of low and moderate income 
families, Anthony also announced 
the first competitive funding round 
for the HOP program, citing an 
“overwhelming response in which 
demand for HOP resources has far 
exceeded supply.” 

"In the 18 months since the 
Homeownership Opportunity Pro- 
gram began, we have received an 
overwhelming response from local 
communities, housing developers 
and those who are anxious to 
participate in a program whose 
goal is to increase the supply of 
affordable housing,” Anthony said, 
"These resources, combined with 
revised guidlines, will ensure that 
the program is better able to 
provide moderate income families 
with the opportunity to buy their 
first homes." 

Changes in the homeownership 
program will result in lower home 
prices, a greater number of 
affordable housing units in every 
HOP development, and a greater 
emphasis on those households 
earning between $20,000 and 
$33,000 per year. Some of the key 
elements of the new guidelines are: 

1) - at least 30 percent of the units 
in every HOP development must be 
affordable to low and moderate 
income households. 

2) - of the affordable units, at 
least five percent need to be set 
aside for rental to low income 
families or people with special 
needs. 

3) - state-assisted units in every 
HOP development must have an 
average sale price of $75,000, with 
a maximum sale of $95,000. 

4) - size and density guidelines 
for HOP developments have been 
included for the first time in 
program guidelines, 

Anthony said that these new 
guidlines will be applied to the first

competitive funding round for the 
HOP program through which $6.5 
million in Homeownership Oppor- 
tunity Program funds and $35 
million in Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency mortgage finan- 
cing will be made available. She 
noted that the new threshold 
requirements and new competitive 
criteria will improve the quality of 
HOP developments and give 
priority to city- or town-initiated 
projects. 

Anthony noted that response to 
the Homeownership Opportunity 
Program has been very positive. To 
date, 60 HOP developments in 35 
communities have received 
preliminary or final approval from 


the state. Over 5,900 units have 
been proposed, over 2,600 have 
been approved, and more than half 
of those will be sold to 
moderate-income homebuyers. 

In addition to the new round of 
HOP funding, Anthony noted that 
Governor Dukakis has requested an 
additional $15 million for the 
program for the fiscal year '89 
state budget. 

‘The HOP program is based on a 
local partnership between a 
community and a developer, which 
results in reduced development 
costs on housing projects and 
reduced prices on a portion of the 
units in each development. The

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Boy Scout Troop 56 used 
to be Troop 1

Troop 56, Wilmington Boy 
Scouts, meets every Tuesday 
evening in the Congregational 
Church. The number "56" is that 
assigned to the troop by the Greater 
Lowell Council, Boy Scouts of 
America. 

Boy Scouting started in 
Wilmington about 1916. Philip 
Buzzell, at that time a recent 
graduate of Yale Law School was 
the first scoutmaster, or at least the 
first scout master of record.’ The 
story is that the first scout meeting 
was held in the old Blanchard 
house, which was on the same site 
that the New England Telephone 
building is today. 

That house had been the home of 
his parents, Dr. Daniel and Rhoda 
Buzzell, some years earlier. 

The writer knows of no scouts 
who were in that troop, with the 
possible exception of the late 
Stanley Webber. Mr. Webber was 
a Boy Scout at about the end of: 
World War I, and was awarded the 
President's Medal for selling more 
war bonds than any other scout. 

Another person who may 
possibly have been in that troop was 
Gerald Foster Frazee, a Wilming- 
ton musician who went into the 
Navy. He was a musician during 
World War I. 


‘Troop I was possibly the first Boy 
Scout troop in what is now the 
Greater Lowell Council. But there 
is a hitch! 

There was a period of three 
weeks, in 1932 (so it is said) in 
which there was no national 
charter. Someone delayed in 
renewing it. 

Except for those three weeks 
Troop 56, once Troop I is 71 years 
old. The writer can remember the 
scouts about 1919, practicing with 
semaphore flags on Wilmington 
Common. 

The record from 1919 to 1923 is 
not clear. In 1923 Hubert E. Cann 
became the scoutmaster of Troop I. 

Mr. Cann, a veteran of the 
Canadian Army, lived on Grove 
Avenue, near the railroad tracks, 
and near Lake Street. He had been a 
Dispatch Rider during the war, and 
his joke was that he had smashed up 
two motorcycles, and the third one 
smashed him up. He served in 
Russia, in Siberia. 

He worked in the Lynn General 
Electric plant. 

Cann put a tremendous effort into 
the Boy Scout troop, most of it 
without the assistance of other 
persons. The troop would change 
its meeting place from time to time 
because of circumstances unknown 
to the writer. It met for a while in 
the Congregational Church, and 


then in the Methodist Church, 

Finally Cann succeeded in getting. 
the use of the old West School 
through the assistance of the 
writer's father who was serving on 
the Wilmington School Committee. 

The building was not in good 
condition. There were men who 
helped to put it together (it had 
been a state police barracks in 
1921) and Cann put in electric 
wiring for lights. 

There were three patrols (squads 
is the Army term.) It is to be 
doubted if any patrol ever had a full 
number of eight scouts. 

Cann would take the troop on 
hikes, and on swimming trips to 
Silver Lake. He really did not have 
enough time to teach, and he had no 
assistants. 

If memory serves correctly the 
only scout at that time to achieve 
First Class rank was the late Claude 
Thompson. 

Other scouts in the troop who can 
be remembered include the late 
Walter Currier and Alden Eames; 
Richard Rosson, Albert Marfleet, 
Ted Norton, Frank Plimpton, and 
Norman Rice. 

Of course there were others, but 
that was many years ago. The 
writer's memory of the troop 
ceases about 1925, which may 
possibly have been the time that 
Mr. Cann moved his family to 
Lynn.

Unlike a tennis match, where a 
good player can always be counted 
on for a good game, fishing can be 
either very hot or very cold. 

Some days you could catch fish 
using a greasy sweatsock for bait. 
The boat is loaded to the gunwales 
with fish even before the motor 
‘warms up, leaving the rest of the 
afternoon for trophy-only fishing. 

We all dream of spending days 
like that. Sadly, they're about as 
fare as good weather on a vacation 
week. 

Instead, it's a bit more common to 
have a deathly slow day of fishing. 
Nothing -- not a flag or a nibble. 
The fish are still there -- since 
nobody has depth-charged the pond 
in living memory -- but where the 
heck are they? The fish are either 
somewhere else on the pond, or 
they're just not eating. 

Slow days call for a few guerrilla 
fishing tactics to raise some action. 
Any legal tactic is fair game -- even 
voodoo if it works! 

Last Sunday on Lake Mascuppic 
was one of those dead-slow days. 
Between two of us fishing there was 
one — count it -- one flag, with ten 

_ tip-ups in the spread. BORE-ING. 

‘So my partner Don Dery and I 
used a few guerrilla tactics, Even if 
they didn't help us catch fish, they 
‘sure kept us awake, 

Look through the hole -- This 
one really does help. If the water is 
clear and not too deep, you can 
usually see the bottom of the pond. 
Pull your coat over your head to 
block out the light, then stick your 
face right into the hole. If the sun is 
shining bright enough to illuminate 
the soggy scenery, you can study 
the weeds, rocks, type of pond 
bottom you're fishing over (sandy, 
rocky, muck, etc.) and any fish if 
you're lucky. The only drawback is 
how silly you look while doing it. 

Dip a Jig -- I'm still learning the 
subtleties of this ancient fishing 
technique, and so far I've caught 
nothing but weeds. Some folks 
swear by jigging, though, and 
they'll gladly put a tip-up out of 
service temporarily to try dipping. 
And that tip-up must be pulled! 
Massachusetts allows five fishing 
devices at one time through the ice, 
and a jig counts as one of them. 
Don't cheat! 

Cheat -- Don't leave your tip-ups 
unattended, since that's illegal, but 
do feel free to stroll over to your 
lucky neighbor to see what he's 
doing right. He may be fishing 
close to the bottom, or very close to 
the top, or maybe he's just using 
smaller You'll never know 
what he's doing right until you 
bee-bop over to watch every move 
he makes like a hungry hawk in a 
rabbit factory. LEARN! 

Do the unusual -- If your usual 
stuff isn't working, then try some 
unusual stuff. How can you do any 
worse than nothing at all? Try 
putting a tip-up in real close to the 
Shoreline. Huge fish have been 
taken in two feet of water. Another 
ice fishing trick, especially late in 
the season, is to put your shiner just 
below the level of the ice, with 
maybe six inches of line off the 
spool. Fish deep, fish shallow, but 
try to fish where the fish are at! 

Invoke strange powers -- I've 
never seen a slow day yet without 
some fool hopping around the hole 
on one foot, chanting and yelling at 
the top of his lungs. Weird but 
common, and of course I've done it 
too. Why not? If nothing works, 
try everything else. 

Lie to the fish -- This one is 
strange but legal, and it's one of my 
favorite sneaky tricks. Whenever a 
big fish slams hell out of a little 
one, a cloud of scales is knocked 
loose. So, when I take off a dead 
shiner to replace it with a fresh one, 
I like to scrape off the dead one’s 
scales with a thumbnail and swish 
them into the water. The loose 
scales then settle to the bottom in a 
slow shower of sparkles, in hopes 
that a big fish will see the light 
show and think somebody just got 
belted, and that a wounded baitfish 
is slow drifting nearby. Hmmm! 

Toss the magic shiner -- Take 
a dead baitfish and throw it straight 
up in the air, then bounce it off 
your head for good measure. Then, 
whichever tip-up its little head aims 
at will be the next one to spring. 
Yeah, it is kind of silly. So what? 

Try fish formula -- My luck 
with the various "fish repellants” 
has been entirely to the right of the 
decimal point, but some folks swear 
by them. However, think about 
what you're using, since shpritzing 
crawfish scent on a baitfish is a bit 
useless. 

Use different bait -- Speaking 
of crawfish, your favorite gamefish 
don't completely change all feeding 
habits just because the surface of 
the pond is frozen. Crawfish still 
Stagger along the bottom, bugs still

swim (yup!) and little baitfish still 
scatter in the shallows. Shiners are 
good bait, but not golden. Try them 
all. Mealworms, crawfish, even 
nightcrawlers if you can get them, 
but forget frogs. (They're asleep in 
the mud right now.) 

Well, if that list of tactics isn't 
enough to change your luck, maybe 
you just don't have any. 

If everything still fails, blame the 
weather.

‘Dracut's Marty McMahon for a 1-5 
fish and third went to Dracut's Leo 
Freeman for a 1-4 pickerel. In the 
bass category, first place went to 
Lowell's Pat Bonczar for a one- 
pound-6 specimen; second went to 
my cousin, Robert Deschenes, for a 
1-3 and third went to Dracut's Gary 
Charette for a 1-3 that lost out due 
to length. Top prize in off species 
went to Marty McMahon for a one- 
pound-4 eel, which beat out Bob 
Cavanaugh’s 1-4 horned pout on a 
length call (no surprise, eh?), and 
third went to Jerry Thomas of 
Dracut for a 1-pound-2 bullhead. 


While the Long Pond derby had 
only a few, dedicated anglers, the 
GLFF ice event on Sunday pulled in 
320, which bespeaks a great need 
for scheduling.

“The joke among puppeteers 
is that they can carry anything 
because they’re always lugging 
stages and puppet parts in and 
out,” says Barbara Fay Wiese 
who is known throughout the 
area for her unique “‘giant’’ 

, most of them so large 
that she’s happiest when they're 
being stored elsewhere. 
Twenty-two feet wide with her 
arms extended, 12 feet tall at 
times, 15 pounds at the miost, 
Fruma Sarah — by far the 
biggest member of the cast of 
last spring’s Reading High 
production of ‘Fiddler on the 
Roof” — is Wiese's largest 
creation to date. 

“One of my favorite cartoons 
is a cityscape with people in 
front of it and the word ‘trouble’ 
underneath,” says Wiese. “In 
the cartoon, you can see a big 
head coming up over the city. 
The next picture says ‘big 
trouble’ and you can see that 
what is actually coming up over 
the city is a puppet on a hand. 
‘That's a giant puppet.”

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England native Cerol Spinney, 
is a giant puppet. In fact, a giant 
puppet is any puppet that would 
normally be a lot smaller in the 
form of a finger, hand or rod 
puppet. ‘‘Any puppet that you 
are inside, you could consider a 
giant ,”” Wiese says. 
“Anything bigger than a human 
being, we can consider giant. I 
really enjoy doing the giant 
puppets but they have to be 
commissioned because I can't 
store any more at home. 

“I should get Fruma Sarah 
home though,” she continues. 
“She was displayed this sum- 
mer at the Puppeteers of 
America National Festival, and 
the policeman from a bilingual 
production of ‘Wizard of 0z/El 
Mago de Oz' at our Regional 
Festival.’ Two other oversized 
puppets, Jackson and Julia, 
have been displayed at various 
libraries in the area. ‘That's a 
good way to store them," says 
Wiese. 

Appearances are deceiving 
and that’s the magic of pup- 
petry — giant puppets are not as 
heavy as they are supposed to 
look. Fruma Sarah is a frontal

head is papier-mache over 
chicken wire, her costume 
cheesecloth.

I also do a stage 
show based on a Northwest 
Coast tribal legend, and that’s 
good for kids when they study 
Indians in the fourth grade." 

During the next few months, 
Wiese will be working with 
Spinning Wheel’s special needs 
youngsters, teaching a giant 
puppet course and a Plains 
Indian legend. “When they're 
making something, most kids 
want to take home the project so 
we'll make small puppets for 
each one, of the same type as 
the giant puppets. Everyone 
will be able to take home a 
small puppet and operate a 
giant puppet,” she says. 

Wiese is the Arts Center 
Director and Art Director of 
Creative Arts for Kids in 
Reading. She was recently 
elected director of the Nor- 
theast Region of the Puppeteers 
of America which is composed 
of the Boston, Connecticut and 
upstate New York guilds. “I 
became involved in the Boston 
Area Guild as the newsletter 
editor and then the secretary,” 
she says. “We're very fortunate 
because the Guild here is very 
closeknit.”” 

The Northeast region of the 
Puppeteers of America has 
about 300 members with 2,000 
scattered across the country. 
One of eight directors, Wiese 
feels there are probably at least 
an equal amount of puppeteers 
throughout the country who 
don’t officially belong to the ““P 
of A.” However, they do make 
themselves known from time to 
time, especially at conventions 
and festivals. 

“A lot of people in the 
organization are peripheral,” 
she says. “It’s like in the movies 
— you have 10 superstars and 
millions of other people who are 
talented and performing but 
they’re just not superstars. It 
does get to a point where the 
superstars also need to be 
challenged and inspired, and we 
do that through master classes 
for the more advanced pup- 
peteers.”” 

They may pull strings and 
wield very big sticks but may 
Puppeteers are “far-flung and 
isolated.” For them a national 
group is important. It draws 
them together through its 
Publications and panel of 
consultants — for input on 
script and educational and 
technical materials.

She has also begun a 
scholarship fund to bring one 
Canadian and one United States 
member of the Northeast 
Region to the Festival as first 
time participants. ‘‘Puppeteers 


are very happy and very 


. cooperative but they're not the 


richest people in the world,”’ she 
says. 

The '89 festival is only the 
beginning, however. Having 
just learned that the United 
Nations has declared the years 
1988 — 1997 the Decade for 
Cultural Advancement, Wiese is 
all set to work with the U.N. to 
spread the word about puppets. 

“One of the things that I 
really like about puppetry is the 
camaraderie among the pup- 
peteers, the bouncing back and 
forth of ideas, the sharing,” she 
says. ‘What I appreciate most 
about puppetry is the way 
people work together, the 
support they give and the 
happiness they bring.””

Interview with 
Kathleen Turner 


NEW YORK CITY — She 
arrived looking crisp, 
sophisticated and svelte. 
Decked out in a black, knee- 
Jength suit with pearis twined 
around her neck, the last thing 
you expected from Kathleen 
Turner was for her to plop a 
couple of Polaroids of her three- 
month-old daughter in front of 
you*and announce, “She’s got 
my legs.” 

‘Then again, Turner has made 
a career out of dichotomy. Just 
look at her roles — a naive 
writer in “Romancing the 
Stone,” a prostitute in “Crimes 
of Passion,” a hitwoman in 
“Prizzi’s Honor,” and a teenage 
girl in ‘Peggy Sue Got 
Married.” The only consistent 
facet in her parts is that they're 
inconsistent. 

Her latest is “Julia and 
Julia,” (opening Feb. 5), an 
artsy Italian flick about a 
woman who lives her life in 
parallel universes. In one she is 
alonely widow, in another she is 
still married to her dead 
husband and has a young son. It 
is the first feature-length film 
shot in high-definition video-and 
transferred to film, but because 
of the vague storyline, it’s 
bound to play to the art house 
crowd or to students interested 
in checking out the not- 
altogether perfected tran- 
sference technique. 

“I don’t really think it has a 
story — a beginning, middle and 
an end, which is part of the 
reason I was attracted to it,” 
explained Turner. ‘At that time 
I found myself resisting the sort 
of linear thinking of Hollywood. 
I was getting a little tired with 
the obviously outlined and well- 
developed scripts that I was 
receiving. You'd pick up a 
script, read the first 10 pages 
and know exactly what the 
whole thing was going to be."’ 

Turner, who said she wanted 
the emotional freedom of 
working on a European 
production, found her character 
“mystical” and “brave” but 
wouldn’t say whether Julia is 
insane or not. “I don’t really 
care. I don’t really think it’s 
important if she’s clinically 
insane or not, because I think 
the power of her belief is what’s 
important. She believes that her 
husband and her child are there 
with her, whether it's true or 
not.” 

Since we first saw her in the 
scintillating “Body Heat’ in 
1981, the actress has taken some 
real stabs at doing very dif- 
Lead things. Mo is man it’s

it’s a straightforward comedy 
“Switching Channels,”” an 
update of “His Girl Friday” 
that’s set in a TV newsroom 
instead of a newspaper.

While the (now) honey blonde 
actress said she doesn’t have

kinky, screwy hooker China 
Blue in “Crimes of Passion." 
The effect of her sensuous roles 
on those around her could mean 
we'll be seeing a slightly 
mellowed Turner in the future.

According to one observer at 
the event, the purpose behind 
big tournaments like this one is 
to promote karate as a 
professional sport. Karate has 
always been viewed as an art, 
or an amateur sporting event. It 
was not permitted into Olympic 
competition. In recent years, 
however, professional karate 
teams have begun to spring up, 
and karate is gaining 
recognition as a sport, not just 
anart. 

“Our goal is to have it 
recognized in the same way the 
NFL, NBA and other 
professional sports leagues are 
recognized,” one participant 
told me. “This is where karate 
is headed.” 

According to another par- 
ticipant, some karate com- 
petitors earn upwards of $60,000 
a year. It’s not what a 
professional baseball player 
earns, but it’s nothing to sneeze 
at, either. What should be 
considered, however, is the risk 
factor in competing in karate, a 
factor that prompts many 
parents into encouraging their 
kids to play tennis and golf

ey said. “Karate is not; 
a limited sport. 
You're outs taekie a Senior Masters; 
Division in the sport now, which: 
means protestionale over: 
thirty-five years of age are: 
competing against each other. 
There is still competition, even 
at that age. There are com- 
petitors who are in their fifties 
who are still competing. There 
is money to be made, no matter 
how old you are.” 

The rs of the event 
indicated that the Atlantic 
Karate Team competes in this 
are at least once a year, so if 
you missed them this time 
around, they will most likely 
return by this time next year.
